DOLLAR RECOVERING 
Panic gold 
buying ends_ 


LONDON (AP). — Panic buying 
of gold “at any price” ended in 
Burope yesterday, at least tempo- 
varily, -

highs for the first time this week 
and the battered U.S. dollar began 
@ recovery. 

Gold closed in London at $105 
8Ὰ Owtice and in Zurich at $106.50 
an ounce. The closing price in both 
centres, the world's two biggest 
gold markets, was $110.50 en ounce 
on Tuesday.

NESS ZIONA. — Prime Minister 
Golda Melr lost night warned the 
Egyptians against snother round of 
hostilities. Referring to the war 
threats emanating from Cairo, Mrs. 
Meir declared: “1 can only say 1 
am truly and deeply sorry for what 
will happen to them and to anyone 
who tries to wage war against us.” 
- (Mra. Meir made a statement in 
as strong terms on May 6 at 2 
meeting’ with Hebrew University 
students in Jerusalem.) 

‘The Premier was the main speaker 
at the 90th anniversary celebrations 
of the foundation of this township 
near Rehovot. Nearly half the 13,000 
residents turned out to welcome her 
at the local amphitheatre where 
Council Chairman Israel Smid made 
her the first Freeman of the town 
Mrs. Meir looked somewhat drawn 
on her first day back at her official 
duties after nearly a week's stay in 
hospital for a check-up. 

She criticized the Israeli Jeftists 


who tock part in the Communist- 
sponsored dntl-Israel Bologna con- 
ference. She referred to them as 
“fringe elements who are willing to 
surrender everything to the enemies 
who wish to destroy us, in exchange 
for the right to sit down with that 
enemy.” 

Raising her volce, she declared to 
loud cheers, “But they do not re- 
present you and the rest of our 
people.” 

Mrs. Meir said that a nation was 
measured by its readiness to live 
and its wil to fight for fts life. 
Israel, she stressed, was ready to 
stretch its hand out in peace to its 
neighbours. 

Pointing to the orange groves 
surrounding the town, she declared, 
"We planted these groves. This is 
our country. We did not take it 
from anyone, nor did anyone give it 
to us. Nothing was ready-made for 
us, We created it all by our own 
toil.” 


Beirut seen backing down 
Lebanese, terrorists 


due to outline accord

The Lebanese authorities and the 
Palestinian terrorists were due last 
night to outline a new formula for 
coexistence in Beirut and other Leba- 
nese districts, The Lebanese 
reported yesterday that the first 
round of negotiations on the new 
formula took place on Tuesday. 

Both sides yesterday were main- 
taining the six-day-old truce which 
ended ἃ fortnight of violent clashes 
{a which hundreds were killed and 
wounded. Explosions on Tuesday 
night in Belrut and the southern 
part of Sidon reportedly had no 
effect on the general calm through- 
out Lebanon. 

Preliminary reports from Belrut 
Indicated that the Lebanese were 
backing down on thelr tough de- 
mands, originally aimed at reinstat- 
ing their sovereignty over terrorist- 
controlled districts, including the 
Palestinian refugee camps. 

Most Beirut newspapers said yes- 
terday that the Lebanese authorities 
and the terrorists had already reach- 
ed an agreement on the broad out- 
lines of the new formula. The French- 
language “L’Ortent Le Jour” said,- 
however, that there were still a 
number of differences concerning the 
terrorist presence in refugee camps 
in Beirut. 

The paper said the terrorists ob- 
jected to the removal of heavy 
weapons from camps, and subjecting 


their arms transports to Lebanese 
army control, They also cpposed the 
establishment of Lebanese police 
posts outside the refugee camps, the 
paper said. 

It added that the terrorists have 
agreed not to appear in their uni- 
forms in public, carry weapons out- 
Side the refugee camps, set up 
roadblocks or arrest citizens. 

Beirut's leading daily, “An-Nahar,” 
said yesterday that Lebanese Presi- 
dent Suleiman Franjieh 15 insisting 
on 8 agreement with the terrorists 
before &@ new government is formed. 
Franjieh yesterday conferred with 
outgoing Premier Amin el-Hafez, 
who was delng mooted for the for- 
mation of the new government, 

AP reported yesterday that Leba- 
non had begun deporting foreigners 
without residence permits, to rid the 
country of pro-terrorist radicals and 
suspected “agents provocateurs.” AP 
Quoted police as saying that bus- 
loads of deportees were driven to 
the Syrian border and many more 
were deported on commercial jet- 
liners. 

Syria, which closed its borders 
with Lebanon at the height of the 
fighting, was reported to have re- 
taliated by banning Lebanese citi- 
zens and Palestinian residents of 
Lebanon from entering its territory. 
ΤῈ also banned ail rail traffic with 
its western neighbour, thus cu! 
off Lebanon's transit trade with Jor- 
dan, Iraq and the Persian Gulf. 


Burundi cuts 
Israel ties 


BUJUMBURA, Burundi (AFP).-— 
The Government of Burundi broke 
off relations with Israel as of yes- 
terday, Forelgn Minister Atremon 
Sim announced here before 
leaving for the Organization of Afri- 
can Unity conference in Addis Ababa, 

He said it was a decision taken by 
the central committee of his party. 
and accorded with the principle of 
condemning all territorial acquisi- 
tions by force. He voiced his country's 
support for Egypt. 

He seid the OAU had spared πὸ 
effort to get Israel to listen to 
wisdom and reason over withdrawing 
from the occupied areas, 

During the past 18 months, five 
other African states have broken 
their ties with Ierael. The first was 
Idi Amin’s Uganda in the spring of 
1972. Chad, Niger, Congo-Brazzaville 
and Mali followed in one spate to- 
wards the year’s end. 

Our Diplomatic Correspondent adds: 

Israeli observers, taken unawares 
the break with Burundi, suspected 
Egypt's hand behind the move. They 
recalled that the Burundi Foreign 
Minister visited Cairo recently and 
made some pointedly anti-Israel 
statements there. Observers here also

‘Egyptian 
action’ as 
summit 
date nears

The Egyplians are apparently plan- 
ning military action in an attempt 
ἴσ apply pressure on Moscow 
and Washington as Soviet com- 
munist party chief Leonid Brezhnev 
and U.S. President Richard Nixon 
prepare for their summit meeting 
next month. 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
is apparently hoping the two 1636» 
ers will pressure Israel] into making at 
least token concesstons which would 
bolster ‘his own shaky position. Sa- 
dat is being blamed at home and 
throughout the Arab world for the 
Middle East stalemate and instabi- 
lity. 

The Cairo correspondent of Bel- 
rut’s “An-Nahar” newspaper, Faad 
Mattar, yesterday gave next month 
as a hypothetical date for Egyption 
voilitary action ngainst Israel, say- 
ing that “Sadat might blow up the 
Middle East situation on the ere or 
doring the summit meetings” in 
Washington. 

Mattar, who has access to Egypt's 
political circles, said “President Sa- 
dst is not Iikely to let the summit 
meeting between President Nixon 
and Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
in Washington next month pass 
quietly.” 

The Soviets have heen cooperating 
with the Egyptians militarily, he 
said. Moscow will supply “or has 
probably already supplied" Cairo 
with 10 sophisticated MIG-23 or 
MiG-25 fighter-bombers, radar and 
jamming equipmeat. 

The “An-Nahar" correspondent 
added that Soviet military men will 
“or have actually" arrived in Cairo 
to help Egypt draw up plans for 
the protection 3f the Aswan Dsm 
against air raids. 

The renewed Calro-Moscow mili- 
tary cooperation marked 2 change in 
the attitude of the Soviets, whose re- 
lations with Egypt have been strain- 
ed since Sadat ousted over 15,000 
Soviet military personnel last July, 
Mattar said. The two sides had 
reached agreement on the resumed 
supply of Soviet ammunition and 
spare parts to Egypt. noting 
that Sadat had made it clear to 
the Kremlin leaders ,that he was 
determined to go to war against 
Israel “with or without new Soviet 
weapons.” 

The Kremlin was convinced that 
if Sadat fought without the re- 
quested Soviet weapons and lost to 
the Israelis, it would be Impossible 
for the Russians to consolidate their 
position in the Arab world, he con- 
cluded. 


US. official

Histadrut building firms 
to erect rental homes

HAIFA. — Solel Boneh and Shikun 
Ovdim, the two large Histadrut 
building companies, will join to con- 
struct rental homes, Shikun Ovdim 
northern director Menashe Gavissar 
announced yesterday. 

The homes are to be offered at 
reasonable rentals that would yield 
a return of about 40 per cent, The 
government has promised to sub- 
Sidize up to 60 per cent to make it 
feasible. In Haifa, 150 apartments 
will be built. 

Mr. Gavissar also said that an 
entirely new quarter of 2,000 homes, 
with complete infrastructure, will 
be built in the triangle east of the 
junction between Ruppin and Hankin 
roads. Work 15 to start next year 
and be completed three years later. 

Shikun Ovdim, the largest single. 
builder of homes for young couples,’ 
is now putting up 750 homes in 
Haifa, and they have all been sold 
at cost price. “The 


per cent interest," Shikun Ovdim 
spokesman Y. Ben Bassat said. 

The Histadnit company is build- 
ing 3,000 homes in north Israel, 
two thirds of them in the Greater 
Haifa area. There they account for 
four-fifths of all housing earmarked 
for young couples, either direct or 
through the Municipality.

French deny

PARIS (AP). — Foreign Minister 
Michel Jobert yesterday told the 
French Cabinet that Frauce does 
ποῖ recognize the competence of the 
International Court of Justice in The 
Hague to rule on Australian and 
New Zealand complaints against 
French etomiic tests in the Pacific. 

The presentations of Australia and 
New Zealand are expected to be 
made to the Court next Monday. 

Mr. Jobert said that France based 
its position on a 1928 statute fixing 
the competence of the court, and 
‘on the fact that France does: not 
accept the competence: of the court 
for any question concerning its na- 
tional defence. 

Because of protests from coun- 
tries bordering on the Pacific test 
site, France did not officially admit 
that tests were held there last year. 
The same policy is expected to be 
followed this year.

DONALDSONVILLE, Georgia (Reu- 
ter). — FBI agents and police from 
three southern states launched a big 
manhunt yesterday for four men 
suspected of killing six members 
of a family on a farm near here. 

All six victims — flve men and 2 
woman — were shot through the 
head. The men were found dead 
yesterday in the caravan the fam- 
fly, the Aldays, used as their home. 

The nude body of the woman, 
Mrs, Mary Alday, 25-year-old wife 
of one of the murdered men, was 
found about 10 km. from the farm. 
Police said she had been raped. 

The other victims were Ned and 
Aubrey Alday, both in their 50s, 
and Ned Aldey's three sons — Jim- 
my, 15. Chester, 28, and Mary's 
husband, Gerry, 35. 

Three of the men being sought 
were reported to be escaped pri- 
soners from a minimum-security 
work camp at Townson, Maryland. 
Police think the men responsible 
for the killings followed Mrs. Alday, 
a welfare worker, when she finish- 
ed work. 

Police said there was no sign of 
8 struggle in the caravan in which 
the bodies of the five Alday men 
were found. They apparently were 
shot one by one as they entered.
